I found it under someones hamfest table and bought it for parts value, 
which far exceeded the $1 price. There's a nice 225 volt Stancor and DC 
power supply with solid state rectifiers wired for negative output, a 
6E5 eye tube, and a hand-wound coil that's connected to an SO-239 on the 
front panel. You can see the outline of where a tuning cap and Japanese 
vernier dial used to be. And there's an octal socket that looks like 
it would be for a tube, except there's no filament wiring, even though 
other parts are wired up. 


It's just a little to neat to tear apart so I thought I'd ask if this 
rings a bell with anyone? Most likely it's a tuning/modulation 
monitor, which wouldn't take much to trace out and make work, althou a 
schematic would be helpful. Who doesn't like blinking eye tubes?

Perhaps not the "best", but I think the "cutest" 

c.w. only rig was the Globe HG-303, about 1961 vintage. 

Two tubes, 6CL6 and 6146, with self-contained power supply, 
in a cabinet only about half the size of a Drake 2B. = 


The rig uses grid block keying. It has a drive level control 
as well as a drive tuning control, and has a 

front panel crystal socket. The power supply is interesting 
in that it uses two small power transformers in parallel. 

The rig has a rear panel connector for an a.m. plate modulator. 


The only real drawback was the cabinet got quite hot due 
to the resting current of the final. This was easily 
fixed by reducing the screen voltage of the 6146, 

at a cost of less power input and power output. = 


(To me, 40W out is plenty from such a small box). 

Another drawback is that the matching VFO in the same sized cabinet 
(Globe VFO Deluxe) is set up for cathode keyed rigs. Globe suggested 
a kludge keying relay arrangement to simultaneously key the VFO = 

and the rig.
